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Children centre closure: 


Decision to be reviewed 


A YOUNG mum is urging councillors to 
reverse a decision to close down a “much- 
needed” children's centre. 

Jamie Pursey’s plea follows an 
announcement that the decision to 
merge two of Haverhill’s children’s cen¬ 
tres has been “called in”. 

The decision as it stands, which was 
made last week by Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet, would see one of the 
centres - On Track, in Strasbourg Square 
- shut down, with services provided at 
Cartwheels Centre at the other end of 
town. 

Jamie, who is 21, attends On Track every 
week with son Riley. 

She said: “It is there to support mothers 
of all ages - being a mother is hard espe¬ 
cially if it’s your first child because you 
don’t exactly know what to do.” 

Riley, who will turn 2 later this month, 
was suffering from behavioural prob¬ 
lems, leading Jamie to doubt her parent¬ 
ing skills and feel depressed, she said. 

“Knowing I am 10 minutes away from 
On Track, and I can go there any time to 
have a bit of a break, is great,” she added. 

“It really is a safe haven for both of us.” 

The decision was “called in” by mem¬ 
bers of the county council’s Labour group 
and the scrutiny committee will review 
the decision next Wednesday. 

Cllr Bryony Rudkin is the Labour group’s 
spokesperson for children and young 
people. 

She said: “We do think that the informa¬ 
tion on which this decision was based is 
less than perfect.”

The financial side “doesn’t seem to 
stack up”, the councillor said, and ser¬ 
vices will still need to be provided in 
alternative locations - which will come 
with a cost. 

The county council seemed “torn” 
between saying the decision was based 
on academic research or money saving, 
Cllr Rudkin added. 

Anne Gower, who this week resigned 
from her post as county councillor due to 
changes in personal circumstance, 
fought against the proposal from day 
one, saying it would affect too many vul¬ 
nerable families. 

She urged her colleagues to refuse the 
children’s centres review at last week’s 
cabinet meeting. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, she said: 
“I am very, very pleased it’s been called 
in. If they overturn the decision, particu¬ 
larly for On Track, I would be abso¬ 
lutely delighted.” 

Being able to attend On Track 
has made a difference to Riley’s 
development, Jamie said, with 
her son starting to talk and 
interact more than he ever was 
before. 

“He is a lot more loving, he is 
kinder and that is because of the 
help I have been receiving from 
On Track.” She added: “I wish I 
had that help when I was little, it’s a 
great facility.”

Couple fined over 
account records 


A COUPLE must pay thousands of 
pounds after failing to keep ade¬ 
quate accounting records for their 
former business. 

Steven and Katja McCabe were 
found guilty of failing to preserve 
proper records for their art and fram¬ 
ing company in Haverhill for more 
than three years. 

W & G Art and Framing Limited, run 
by both husband and wife, was 
wound up in 2011 after running up a 
deficit of nearly a million pounds. 

Following an investigation by the 
Department for Businesses, 
Innovation and Skills, nobody was 
able to explain whether the transfer 
of two large sums of £350,000 and 
£105,000 by the company were legiti¬ 
mate. 

Kathy Bradshaw, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown Court this week, 
described the lack of compliance 
from the parents of two as “tortur-

ous”. 

Interviews were not attended, 
records were not given and when 
information was provided it was like 
“pulling teeth”, she told the court. 

Mr and Mrs McCabe, of Stalde Farm, 
Little Walden, pleaded guilty to fail¬ 
ing to co-operate with an office hold¬ 
er between March 2011 and March 
2014 on information about the busi¬ 
ness. 

The 45-year-old businessman 
resigned as the company’s director in 
2010. 

Mrs McCabe, 42, took over the busi¬ 
ness before being disqualified from 
being a company director. 

Mr McCabe also pleaded guilty to 
failing to preserve company account¬ 
ing records from August 2009 to 
March 2014. Mrs McCabe pleaded 


guilty to the same count but from 
March 2010. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating for Mrs 
McCabe, said failures were made dur¬ 
ing a “vicious downward spiral” of 
financial difficulties, leaving behind 
£70,000 of debt between them. 

Mr McCabe, who has managed a 
number of companies, now runs a 
small business called W & G 
Idealdecor Limited which has an art 
shop. 

Jacqueline Appleton, mitigating for 
Mr McCabe, added: “The family are 
trying to rebuild their lives.” 

Recorder Ann McAllister said: 
“There are question marks as to what 
happened to quite substantial sums 
of money. 

“I regret that people don’t comply 
with investigative processes.” 

They were fined £2,200 between 
them and were ordered to pay £2,000 
towards the costs of prosecution.

Share views 
on transport 
problems 

PATIENTS travelling to hospital 
in Suffolk are being asked for 
their views on transport. 

A survey, launched by 
Healthwatch Suffolk, is calling 
for residents to share their expe¬ 
riences of getting to hospital. 

The questionnaire follows 
complaints made to Suffolk 
Community Transports, which 
operates 19 schemes county¬ 
wide, about accessing transport 
for appointments. 

The umbrella group has called 
for “urgent” talks with health 
bosses because of the problem. 

Haverhill is said to be among 
the “worst affected” areas. 

Others include Bungay, 
Newmarket and Stowmarket. 

Questions asked in the survey 
include how patients travel to 
GP and hospital appointments, 
how much transport costs and if 
an appointment has ever been 
missed due to lack of transport. 

A spokesman for Healthwatch 
Suffolk said: “Many in the trans¬ 
port community say the change 
has occurred since the NHS 
tightened its criteria for provid¬ 
ing patients with free lifts.” 

NHS in Suffolk and Norfolk 
introduced a “single point of 
assessment” in 2011 to save 
money, they said.

‘A1307 is full of 
people leaving’

MORE effort is needed to 
develop Haverhill town cen¬ 
tre and provide more jobs for 
local people. 

That is the message from 
local residents who attended a 
public meeting held by West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock 
on Friday. 

Residents told the MP that 
while they are hearing that 
things are improving, 
Haverhill continues to lose 
“vital” services. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
which was held at The New 
Croft, one person said: 
“People want to change and 
expand the town but there are 
things that just aren’t hap¬ 
pening. 

“The people here want to see 
fibre optic broadband and 4G 
coverage. But instead all we 
see is houses going up and 
nothing moving.” 

They added: “People are 
going to accident and emer¬ 
gency because they can’t get 
into the doctors. There’s no 
walk in centre. Things like 
that we are losing. 

“All we see is people travel¬ 
ling down the A1307 to 
Cambridge - because there is 
nothing here.

“That road is so busy for 
eight hours of the day because 
there is nothing in Haverhill 
for local people. We wouldn’t 
have such a busy road if there 
were more jobs in the town.” 

But Mr Hancock told the res¬ 
idents that he had held meet¬ 
ings with the chief executive 
of Vodafone in order to secure 
fibre optic broadband - and it 
should be fully rolled out in 
the town by 2020. 

The MP added: “One of the 
things I like most about repre¬ 
senting Haverhill is that it is 
supportive of getting more 


jobs and development here. 

“We all want the research 
park to succeed and expand. 
The can-do attitude is a bonus 
for the town.” 

Despite concerns raised 
about the number of jobless in 
the town, Mr Hancock said 
the number claiming job 
seekers’ allowance had fallen. 

He said: “This is a fantastic 
achievement for the whole 
town, not just all of those peo¬ 
ple who now have an income, 
but also the companies who 
have been able to expand 
their businesses.” 

Residents also reacted to the 
news, reported last week, that 
plans to change the old mag¬ 
istrates’ court into a youth 
hub had been abandoned. 

One resident said: “Is there 
anything more in the pipeline 
to help teenagers to get them 
off the streets? They have 
nowhere to go and that’s why 
some are getting into trouble 
and doing stuff they shouldn’t 
be.” 

But they were told that to 
lease the youth court, the 
council would have had to 
find £909,000 for five years’ 
lease which would “take all 
the money out of Haverhill”. 

Councillors decided last 
week to explore other options 
for youth provision.

A HAVERHILL county councillor has 
resigned from her post with immediate 
effect. 

Cllr Anne Gower was elected to Suffolk 
County Council in 2009, and was re¬ 
elected in 2013. 

This week, she announced her resigna¬ 
tion from the position, due to a change of 
personal circumstance. 

Cllr Gower, who has also served on St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council since 
2007, will be moving out of the county. 

She had already decided not to stand for 
re-election to the borough in May. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, she said: 

“All I would like to say is that it has been a 
privilege to serve the people of Haverhill 
for the past six years as county council¬ 
lor. 

“I am sorry that I have had to make this 
difficult decision. 

“I have enjoyed very much working with 
Cllr Julian Flood and Cllr Tony Brown 
and I know I am leaving things in their 
capable hands until the election for my 
replacement takes place in May.” 

Cllr Gower made the decision to resign 



from Suffolk County Council at around 
Christmas, she said, but had “one or two 
things” she wanted to finish working on 
first. 

The councillor formally objected to the 
closure of Haverhill’s On Track Centre, 
which was decided last week by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet. 

Cllr Gower also served as a town coun¬ 
cillor between 2007 and 2011.

‘We want our

FAMILIES are being urged 
to “take ownership” of their 
communities for the future. 

This is the message from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, following the 
announcement of its budget 
for the forthcoming finan¬ 
cial year. 

The local authority, which 
is headed by leader Cllr John 
Griffiths, has recommended 
a council tax freeze for the 
fifth consecutive year - and 
hopes to “help communities 
to help themselves” with 
upcoming work and ideas. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White 
is the council’s deputy lead¬ 
er. She said: “We want to 
move things on so we are 
not stuck in our ways. 
Things need to change. 

“In Haverhill, it’s about the 
research park and getting 
high quality jobs in the 
town.” 

The new research park has 
been highlighted as one of 
the borough’s key invest¬ 
ments, alongside West 
Suffolk College’s new tech¬ 
nology centre, and the 
Eastern Relief Road in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Services have been 
changed in such a way that 
they reflect the needs of 
families now, and what they 
want to see, Cllr Mildmay- 
White added.

“As councillors and your 
local council we have com¬ 
mitted to a programme of 
financial discipline, and it’s 
really stood us in good 
stead,” she said. 

In Haverhill, the ongoing 
transfer of the Chalkstone 
Communiy Centre has been 
recognised as a way to 
deliver the services which 
the local community wants 
to see, as has giving ONE 
Haverhill the power to con¬ 
sult on the town centre 
masterplan. 


This reflects one of the 
borough’s three key priori¬ 
ties for the future - families 
and communities. The 
other priorities are econom¬ 
ic growth, and homes. 

Each borough councillor 
also has a locality budget of 
£2,500 to spend in their 
community, Cllr Mildmay- 
White said, which enables 
changes to be made to 
reflect the public’s needs. 

Cllr David Ray, cabinet 
member for resources, has 
said that where the council 
can choose to spend its 
money, it will invest in its 
residents. 

He added: “Where we have 
choices, we choose to focus 
on the things that are really 
important to people - jobs, 
homes and their families 
and communities.” 

Substantial savings have 
been made through the bor¬ 
ough’s partnership work 
with Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Around £128,000 has been 
saved through “supplies 
and service efficiencies” 
from the authorities’ shared 
services. 

The borough council cabi¬ 
net will meet on February 10 
to recommend the budget to 
full council. 

The budget decision will 
be formally made by the full 
council on February 24.

Man took lethal overdose 


A HAVERHILL man 
found dead in Beck 
Row took a lethal 
amount of heroin, 
an inquest heard. 

Ty Aldrich was 
found dead on 
October 21 last year 
at a property in the 
village’s Wilde 
Street. 

An inquest into the 


death of the Mr 
Aldrich, who was 32 
and lived on Wellum 
Close, Haverhill, was 
held in Bury St 
Edmunds on 

Monday. 

Mr Aldrich was dis¬ 
covered on a bed in 
the house, the hear¬ 
ing was told. 

Beside him was an 


empty syringe, a 
spoon, a needle and 
a small dish. 

Dr Daniel 

Sharpstone, assis¬ 
tant coroner for 
Suffolk, told the 
inquest that there 
was a presence of 
“street heroin” in Mr 
Aldrich’s body. 

A post mortem 


examination 
revealed that the 
level of heroin was 
well above that nor¬ 
mally associated 
with fatal conse¬ 
quences, he said. 

The assistant coro¬ 
ner recorded Mr 
Aldrich died as a 
result of a heroin 
overdose.

WITH the chill of winter upon us, 
Action for Blind People is urging 
readers to spare a thought for 
residents with sight loss. 

Many people who are blind or 
partially sighted find it difficult to 
get out and about on their own; 
particularly in crowded places, 
when it’s frosty and hazardous 
under foot, and when there’s less 
daylight and shorter days. They 
can’t see the obstacles and 
dangers ahead of them. 

If you know anyone who is blind 
or partially sighted, help make 
sure they’re not left isolated by the 
cold weather. The majority of 
people with sight loss are elderly 
and are particularly vulnerable. 
You can help by: 

■ Contacting visually impaired 
neighbours to make sure they’re 
okay. 

■ Offering to help them get out 
and about - perhaps driving them 
into town or helping them use 
public transport. 

■ Being their sighted guide - 
walking with them around shops 
or on short journeys to friends or 
to their place of work. 

■ Guiding them around icy and 
slippery surfaces, if it’s frosty or 
snowing. 

■ Simply giving them your phone 
number in case of emergencies. 
Action for Blind People provides a 
range of services for local visually 
impaired people of all ages; from 
confidence building ‘Living with 
Sight Loss’ courses, to 
employment and welfare 
guidance, and how to make the 
most of technology to help them 
live independently.

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A1307 will 
be in city 
deal plan 


IMPROVEMENTS to the A1307 
will be a priority project in 
transport upgrades to the 
region. 

The Greater Cambridge City 
Deal executive board voted last 
week to approve a list of 
schemes which will be deliv¬ 
ered in the first five years. 

Included, is a £39 million pro¬ 
ject to deliver “bus priority” 
measures on the A1307, as well 
as an additional park and ride 
site along the route. 

The work was earmarked as a 
“reserve” project - but repre¬ 
sentations from the Greater 
Cambridge City Deal Assembly 
members led to its upgrade. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, wel¬ 
comed the announcement. 

He said: “We need connectiv¬ 
ity for transport; whether you 
think this is right or wrong is a 
matter of individual travel pref¬ 
erence and there are no wrong 
answers, just different needs 
and aspirations. 

“If Haverhill can grow suc- 
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cessfully and that growth is 
facilitated by bus priority 
improvements to the A1307, 
that strengthens the argument 
for a railway, it doesn’t dimin¬ 
ish it.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, mayor, 
thanked the assembly for rec¬ 
ognising the town’s “require¬ 
ments” and identifying 
Haverhill as a stakeholder. 

Cllr Tony Brown welcomed 
Cambridgeshire’s investment - 
while Cllr Julian Flood said 
improving the road for traffic 
should be the first port of call - 
not public transport. 

Matthew Hancock West 
Suffolk MP, added: “A commit¬ 
ment of £38m for the A1307 is 
highly valuable and a big step 
forward for local people. 

“We must ensure it is used to 
improve the road for all users, 
with safety as an absolutely pri¬ 
ority”

Ejector seat 
stunt film 
goes viral 


A VIDEO which shows a teenager 
fracturing his spine in an “ejec¬ 
tor seat” stunt has gone viral 
with more than 200,000 hits. 

The clip, which was filmed in 
Haverhill’s Osprey Road last 
Wednesday, shows 19-year-old 
Hari Farlie thrown into the air by 
the homemade contraption. 

The ejector was made with two 
tyres, an unreleased airbag, and 
bits of wood. It was then hooked 
up to the car battery of a VW Bora. 

Filmed by Kyle Lyons, 24, the 
video shows Hari sitting on the 
airbag before being thrown into 
nearby undergrowth. 

He suffered a fractured lumbar 
vertebra in the incident. 

Hari spent the night in West 
Suffolk Hospital but was released 
the next day. 

Kyle said his friend will have to 
wear a back brace for three 
months after fracturing his spine 
in two places. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Hari said he saw the stunt in the 
film Bad Neighbours and “thought 
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it looked funny”. 

“I thought Til do it’ but then 
obviously it wasn’t as funny as it 
was in the film,” he said. 

“I was in hospital getting mes¬ 
sages on Facebook from people 
saying, ‘you’re famous’.” 

He said he and his friends were 
always playing pranks. 

Skateboarder Bam Margera, 
renowned for his own stunts on 
American TV shows Jackass and 
Viva La Bam, shared the video on 
his Facebook page. 

In a post he said: “Devastating 
injury for this prankster who 
ended up in hospital.” 

Some of Margera’s own injuries 
include breaking his tailbone 
while riding a bucket car down a 
hill, and breaking his ribs, clavi¬ 
cle and foot while filming for 
Jackass 3D.

Decision due 
on homes 
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PLANNING applications shap¬ 
ing Haverhill’s future will be 
decided on today. 

Three separate applications 
proposing homes for the town 
will go before St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Development 
Control Committee after months 
of debate. 

While planning officers have 
recommended that the vacant 
Bell pub and the hall of Old 
Independent Church should be 
transformed into new homes, 
plans for a new block of flats 
have been pipped for refusal. 

The application, from Prime 
Crest, outlines plans for 15 flats 
in a block on Anglian Place, off 
Burton End.

From Russia with love 


PRUSSIA’S oldest orchestra, the St Petersburg Symphony Orchestra, 
comes to Cambridge Corn Exchange on Thursday, February 12, with a 
passionate and stirring concert, the latest in the Cambridge News-backed 
Cambridge Classical Concert Series. 

The history of the St Petersburg Symphony Orchestra began in 
1931 when an ensemble was organised at the Leningrad Radio. 
During the Second World War Siege of Leningrad, the orchestra 
of Leningrad Radio was the only symphony orchestra remaining in 
the blockaded city. Fortunately for Cambridge audiences, no such 
blockades will be in place when this most prestigious of ensembles 
comes to town, conducted by the highly acclaimed conductor 
Vladimir Altschuler. 

For readers who are able to get into Cambridge a little earlier 
in the evening, there is a pre-concert talk, starting at 6pm at the 
nearby Cambridge City Hotel. This entertaining and informative talk 
is given by local classical music expert James Day, and provides an 
excellent overview of the pieces of music you are about to hear, plus 
some fascinating insights into the composers and their lives. 

At 7.30pm on the Corn Exchange stage, the concert begins with

Shostakovich's Incidental Music from Hamlet. Shostakovich wrote 
music for 36 films, including Hamlet. The score is full of parody and 
highlights Hamlet's role as a 'holy fool', a figure which frequently 
appears in Russian music and literature and perhaps explains why 
Hamlet holds such an enduring appeal for Russian artists, writers and 
composers. 

Tchaikovsky is another Russian composer with an extraordinary 
and dramatic life story. He conducted his Symphony No. 6 in 
St Petersburg in 1893 and nine days later he was dead, either 
from suicide or cholera, the cause of death still unclear. His 
Violin Concerto with which the concert continues is rousing and 
passionate, a consummate work from a composer at the peak of 


his powers. Soloist Alexander Sitkovetsky brings out all the piece's 
nuances with brilliance and panache in a performance which has to 
be seen to be believed. This astonishingly gifted violinist was one of 
Yehudi Menuhin's protegees. 

Sibelius' deep affinity with Finland finds its fullest expression 
in the Karelia Suite, a haunting and sublime piece of music which 
Sibelius composed initially as incidental music for a pageant before 
reworking it into three movements. 

Karelia is a Finnish province which is particularly full of folklore 
and was a favourite spot for Finnish artists in the 19th century. The 
suite caused such a stir at its premiere that one audience member 
exclaimed: "The noise in the hall was like an ocean in a storm. I 
could not distinguish a single note." 

Corn Exchange audiences will have a much better experience as 
the combination of the venue's outstanding acoustics and more 
civilised audience behaviour means that each note will be perfectly 
audible. 

The concert concludes with Tchaikovsky's Romeo and Juliet, 
generally considered his first great masterpiece.

Beauty of 



rose 


I'M not wanting to put a damper on romance, 
but I really begrudge my husband paying a for¬ 
tune for roses on Valentine's Day when the same 
money could have gone on a living rose that I can 
plant in my garden and enjoy for years to come. 

Indeed, roses may not be in bloom naturally in 
February, but they will provide 
you with plenty of colour and 
scent in the summer months 
if you give them a little TLC 
and plant them where they're 
happy. It's also now a perfect 
time to order bare-root roses 
to plant during the dormant 
season so they can get a 
head-start for summer. 

There are so many types of 
roses but if you want to plant 
them among other specimens 
in beds and borders, then Eng¬ 
lish Roses by David Austin are probably your best 
bet, they are repeat-flowering, reliable and often 
disease resistant (although always check on the 
label or ask someone if you're not sure). Many 
are good for cutting although personally I can't 
bear to cut my own roses. I would much rather 
they flourish in the garden, outside for all to see. 

Good red roses are difficult to breed. The chal¬ 
lenge is to get a good combination of both fra¬ 


grance and health and dark red roses in particular 
are subject to burning in the sun. But if you have 
your heart set on one, look out for 'Darcey Bus¬ 
sell', pictured, a compact, bushy variety which 
flowers all summer, producing clusters of rosette¬ 
shaped flowers of deep crimson and a fruity 
scent. It's ideal for a smaller 
garden, a narrow border or 
even a large pot. 

I always find red quite a hard 
colour to match, preferring 
the pinks and pastel shades of 
other English roses including 
the fragrant 'Gertrude Jekyll', 
which I grow up an obelisk in 
my mixed border with Clematis 
'Nelly Moser', a beautiful pink 
and white-striped hybrid. To¬ 
gether, they provide a stunning 
display in June and beyond. 

Roses are hungry feeders, so make sure you 
add plenty of organic matter such as well-rotted 
manure or compost to the soil before planting, 
digging a hole much bigger than the roots so that 
they can easily spread out and make sure the 
surrounding soil is cultivated, not compacted, or 
the roots won't spread. When planted, the base 
of the stems should be about 3in (7.5cm) below 
ground level. Newly-planted roses will also need

to be kept well watered when they are trying to 
establish. Add rose fertiliser in March or April, 
at the start of the growing season, and again 
in June to repeat-flowering varieties and mulch 
them with compost in spring. 

All roses need four or five hours of sunshine 
a day during the growing season to thrive, 
although some can take more shade than oth¬ 
ers. Avoid areas where there are overhanging 
branches and dry places where there would be 
too much competition from the roots of other 
trees and shrubs. Climbing roses such as 'Tess of 
the D'Urbervilles Climbing' should do well on an 
open north-facing wall. 

Shorter companion plants can be used around 
them, allowing the roses to display their beauty 
to the full. Avoid using invasive perennials or 
shrubs which might overpower the roses. Instead, 
go for light, airy perennials such as lady's mantle 
(Alchemilla mollis), whose soft rounded leaves 
and lime-green flowers make a colourful base to 


your rose bushes and don't take away the glory 
of the rose flowers. Pale pink varieties like 'Eg¬ 
lantine' can be easily partnered with deep purple 
perennial salvias or perennial geraniums such 
as 'Johnson's Blue'. Copper-coloured specimens 
such as ‘Pat Austin' make a good match for soft 
blue nepeta underneath. 

The taller English Roses will add height and 
structure to the mixed border without the need 
for staking, while the more compact varieties are 
perfect for the front of the border. It is particu¬ 
larly important to plant roses in small groups in 
the border as this will create the most pleasing 
effect. 

If you need to fill in space, good annuals which 
will combine well with roses include love-in-a- 
mist such as Nigella 'Miss Jekyll' or the feathery 
Cosmos bipinnatus, with its large single flowers in 
white, pink and purple. 

And then, of course, we come to pruning - but 
that's a story for another day.
